Chechen republic, was injured in the explosion of a car bomb in Vilnius, on May 26. Fatima Tatayeva, 36, was 
slightly injured in the explosion Friday, while her Lithuanian husband, Rimantas Grainys, was taken to a 
hospital, where he died three days later on the 29th. Grainys, was one of the largest shareholders in the Vilnius- 
based commercial bank Ekspres and was alleged to have been involved in laundering money belonging to the 
so-called "Chechen mafia". It is unclear whether the car bomb was planted by a rival gang known as the 


"Vilnius brigade" or the Chechens. (Deutsche Presse Agentur) 


KNIGHT-RIDDER FINANCIAL NEWS - LITHUANIAN BANKS: Nine commercial banks out of a total of 
21 operating in Lithuania face bankruptcy, presidential economic adviser Algimantas Jasinskas said in press 
statement. These include some major banks, considered most stable in the past: Aurabankas with a capital of 
3.75 million US dlrs, Kredito Bankas with 1.8 million dirs and Kooperacijos Bankas with 1.3 million dlrs.

PARLIAMENT CONVENTION ON TIBET IN VILNIUS. Eighty parliamentarians from 21 countries 
attended a convention in Vilnius on 26-28 May to discuss the status of Tibet from the point of view of 
international law, demographic policy in Tibet, and its relations with China. The convention agreed to send an 
international delegation to Tibet and Beijing to investigate the situation there and to press for talks on a peaceful 
settlement of the conflict between China and Tibet. Lawmakers from 13 countries including the the three Baltic 
States, also decided to set up an international group that will seek solutions to the Chechnya conflict. -- Saulius 
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
